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London, Jan. 24.— King EMward, es- 
corted by a squadron of, tiie Horse- 
goMrdt aad accompanied by thA Duke 
of York, Prince CJirlstian of Srhlrswi;?- 
Uokrtaln, the Duke of Saxe-C^liuig and 
Uotha and others, left Marlborough 
House at 11 o'clock to take the train 
lor Osborne. The crowds still throng- 
ed the strer^s through which his ma- 
jesty piissed and the great chefiing 
was in strong contrast with the sllemc 
which greeted hi* majesty's arrival 
la London. 

A royal salute in cplfbration of his 
majesty's aropssion was tlrt U at noon 
in St. Jamee Park. 

The proclamation announcing E 1- 
trard VII as King of Great Britain and 
Ireland and Emiieror of India was road 
•t 9 a. DL in St. .lames palace by Wil- 
liam Henry Weldon, klng-at-arms 
•ince 1894 and formerly Windsor her- 
ald. The king was not present. Among 
those In attrndonce were General Roii- 
eri,8 ar 1 members of his headquarti is 
Btaff and other army oHUers. Thoro 
was a great concourse of people from 
Ike eomnencement to the close. Tho 
proclamation was greeted by a fanfare 
of trumpets. At the conclusion of thu 
ceromony, thi' band bolonging to the 
iootcuards in the Friary court played 
''Qod SaT« the King." Members of 
tho king's honsefaold witnessed tho 
ceremony from Maihborough House. 
On the balcony ovirlooking tho Friary 
•curt whence the proclamation wa.s 
fMd were the Dake of Norfolk and 
«ther officers of state. The balcony 
was draped In (Timson cloth. Beside 
the officials in i< s|>Iciidriit uiiiriii tn.s 
were etatluned state truuipbter.^. Here 
waa seen many prominent persons, 
among them Sir Henry Arthur White, 
private solicitor to the queen, the new 
l'rln<e of WalcH and other members of 
the royal family. In the yard of Murl- 
borongh House and the Friary court 
was stationed a large body of police, 
soldiers and footgiiards. The specta- 
tors bef;an to as.'H'mble at an early 
hour. The troops arrived at 8 o'clo< k 
•nd shortly before 9 o'clock a brilliant 
caTakade passed down the Mall and 
entered Friary court. It consisted of 
the h-ad.-^ of staff, he-.uUd by the «om- 
uander-in-cbief of the forces, P'ield 
Marahal Earl Roberts in full uniform 
and carrying a marshal's baton, and 
General Sir Evelyn Wood, the adjutant 
general to the fdnes. At 9 o'clock the 
court digrnitaries, headed by the Duke 
Of Norfolk, the earl-marshal, appeared 
at the balcony. Then the heralds 
blowed a fan fere and Klng-at-Arms 
Weldon in the midst of dead Silence 
read the prtx^lamation.

▲II heads wwe bared and as the 
reading was concluded the klng-at- 
arn).'<, raininji liis luit, <ii.il "liod save 
the king." The crowd look up the cry 
While the cheers, the fanfares of trum 
pets and the band playing the national 
anthem, made a curious medley. Klng- 
at-Arms Weldon read the pro<lania- 
tion in clear tones which were dU- 
ilnctly heard at a great distance. A 
third fanfare of tnunpets ended the 
ceremony. The ofllcials then marched 
in procession fmm the balcony 
through the palace to the ambassador's 
court, where a number of royal car- 
riages bad been placed by direction of 
the king at the disposal of the earl 
marshal. These took tho officials who 
read the pw>clamation, to the city es- 
corted by a detachment of horse- 
goards tormlac a picturesQue and gor- 
geous processioo. 

The contingent from the '^oUrkc of 
Arms waa composed of three kiugs-ai- 
arms, four heralds and eight pursuiv- 
ants. The coatumea at the two latter 
were gorgeous beyond compare. They 
wore tabards, a Kiumeut resembling 
the costume of kings as depiclwl on 
playing carda These tabards were 
beautifully and heavily embroidered 
with silk lions, tlte royal coat of arms 
and flowers in be*ildering confnsi<m. 
There was tbe rouge dragon, the blue 
mantle and the maltravers. with all 
the armorial bearings of that quaint 
oM body, the College ot Arms, in full 
and solemn array. A blare of trum- 
pets announced the progi'ess of the cal- 
valcade as it proceeded through Tra- 
falgar Square and Tbe Strand. Tbe 
trumpeters blew a blast while the 
< rowd st(Kn! bareheaded and silenced, 
not know ing what to do till a military 
band In the procession struck up "God 
SaTe the King." This familiar air haK 
•till but one meaning in Bngland and 
the crowd took up the words feebly 



with VxO'i Save the King' on the 
tongue, but with "God Save the Queen ' 
in mind. A few streets further on the 
proclamation was read again and the 
proiTssion advanced by way of Lud- 
gale hill to the royal e.xchange. Thr 
square before the exchange with tli ' 
prison-like walls of the bank ot Bng- 
land on one side and the massive of 
flcial rerildenie of t?v lord mayor or 
the other was a stage setting whose 
age and solidity befitted the porten- 
tous ceremony. There were no dem- 
onstrations except flags, all half mast- ' 
ei. save the rity s red cross on a whiten 
field over the Mansion House. The 
royal standard hung above the ex 
change and over the surrounding bus- 
iness buildings flew the union Jack. 
Blaclt was the universal color worn t 
tbe people. Hardly a bright bonnet or 
gOAn relieved the .'-oniliernoss of thj 
crowd. Soldiers and policemen form- 
ed an almoet solid line down Cheap 
side, where the pageant was to pa£.s. 
The people behind the.m crowding to. 
ft siirlit over their SJhoulder.^ weie of ull 
classes, from prosperous brokers lo 
oast end costers. The mass waa sub- 
dued and remarkably orderly, an im- 
pressive contrast to the usual london 
holiday crowd. The roofs of the ex- 
change, bank and Mansion H^uae and 
the windows and balconies ov(*riook- 
ing the scece were filled with solid 
rows of people. Big policemen kept a 
clear space in front of tlie t x. hange. 
At about lU o'clock, the pro\;etiiiion, 
which waa disappointingly short, 
though gorgeous^ swept down from 
Temple Bar at a rapid pace and was 
re<T-lvc<l silently. The officials entered 
the exchange by Cornhill and arpcaritl 
on the top 8tei)s, the lord mayor wu;i 
the sword bearer, leading sheriffs, al- 
dermen, recorder and city marshal fol- 
lowing. A flonriiih of trumpets im- 
press. -d Bilonce upon the crowds and 
the lord mayor, uncovering, stepped 
forvt'ard. All hats came oft and the 
men remained bareheaded throughout 
the ceremony, under the. misty rain, 
for nearly half an hour. The lord may- 
or's voice was strong and bi.s word.; 
were distinguishable a block away 
while he read the warrant ot the privy 
■oiincil to the herald. Thereupon ilie 
spectacularly attired herald tor the 
^ird time dcllvere;l the proclamation 
8ubiiufd KHthualMMn. 
Probably no one SO feet distant heard 
his W )rds, until the ending, he raised 
his vol 'c and shouted "God save the 
king, ' putting particular stress upon 
the words. When tbe lord mayor fin 
Ished reading tbe warrant with the 
words "His majesty, King Klw.ixd 
VII." the crowd for the first lime 

ciieeri <l ftH 'nIy. but without UUiSOU, 

seeming to feel that too great a divlay 
of enthusiasm fbr tbe king may ap- 

pe,ir to partake of (li.--loyalty to the 
memory of the departi'd queen. It was 
only .vhen the herald shouteil "(iod 
save tbe king" that the populace re- 
sponded heartily with cheers, many 
people echoing the shout of "God save 
the king ' and waving their hats. The 
lord mayor In the meantime, proceed- 
ing to the Mansion House stepped out 
on the upper balcony and said in ring- 
ing tones: "Join in singing from the 
bottom of your hearts 'God Save the 
Kill},' ' " i'he response was uncertain, 
for the people present feared to under- 
take the unfamiliar words, until the 
common sergeant, legal adviser of the 
ooriKiration, led off, whereupon hun- 
dreds joined in. This w,i8 re(,cated 
three times, ea'.-ii time hundreds more 
taking up the singing until It bccam 
a mighty roar. Then came more cheers 
for the king afld for the queen con- 
sort, hearty, but solemn and of a va.^t- 
ly different sort from the shouts heard 
for Queen Victoria's Jubilee. There 
was an undertone of mourning. Then 
tbe Lifeguards and offlcials moved 
away and the crowd dispersed. 

T|ie city offlcials gatheretl about a 
table In the Mansion House and raised 
their glasses, drinkiitf the health of 
King h>iw«rd VII, Who had been pro- 
clalme<l according to the anclen' rltaal. 

The bouse of lords and house of 
eommons continued the swearing iif 
of members. The Duke of Marlborough 
was among tho flnit peen to take 
tbe oath Thursday.
